Industrial conditions are Im-

course, this brings a corresponding 
betterment in the demand for coal. 


With' the domestic situation out of 


the way for the summer, with a llrait- 


1 ed demand lor steam coal, tho prinel- 
. pal attention is centered In the con- 


tract business., 
The biggest buyers, 


the railroads, have announced a defi- 
nite policy of not taking any coal, 
either on old contracts oi- on now, uutll 


' after, the stocks, collected to last 


through the mine suspension, have 
been used. 
This storage coal will bo 


shifted freely from terminal points to 
points of consumption entailing heavy 
transportation cost, but this is pre- 
ferred to tying up money in new coal. 
This caution about lotting loose of 


, money is a predominating influence In 


all transactions. 
Operators do not 


dare to commit themselves to the pro- 


• ductlon of coal unless collections are 
going to be assured and hence they 
are not straining much to get mean- 
ingless contracts on their books. Con- 
sumers and dealers on the other hand 
do not care to commit themselves un- 
til they know Va&t is to be the general 
industrial outlook. 
They would be 


Willing to contract for their "require- 
ments" thus covering their needs with- 
out specify! as any exact amount. Op- 
erators are not willing to enter into 
any such indefinite arrangements and 


' hence -the contracting 
business la 


slow. 
This demonstrates a spirit of 


caution prevailing In the trade and 
this seems to bo characteristic of the 
whole Industrial situation. 


"At the mooting of the lake vessel 


owners iu Cleveland on the 12th, it 
was decided to keep the larger boats 
In ordinary until the 1st of J-uue. This 
•was dictated by conditions in the irou 
ore trade and the direct outgrowth of 
the steel situation. 
Its influence will 


ba to prevent any big movement of 
Eastern coal to the Northwest by la :e 
ttutll -well along In June. 
TUs, of 


course, -will prevent any Increase in 
mine activity in Ohio and Pennsyl- 
vania for another two weelcs. 
The 


Ohio river has been nt flood stage all 
of this week and. upwards of 9,000,000 
or 10,000,000 bushels of coal have been 
shipped to Southern points, creating 
stocks against the requirements next 
winter. That has given some business 
to the Plttsburg mines. 
Pittsburg in- 


dustries in the meantime have been 
resuming activity or increasing their 
working forco and have been using 
coal collected against the mine suspen- 
sion. 
The.y announce that these will 


be used before auy n«w coal Is bought. 
The fields In that territory aro conse- 
quently depending upon the all-rail 
market for the Bale of their coal and 
this has not been very lively on ac- 
count of industrial conditions.

Currency BIM Is Passed 
and 
Both 


Houses of Congress Adjourn, 


Washington, June t.—Just ten min- 


utes officially before the baud's of tha 
big round clocks in the chambers of 
the two houses of congress pointed to 
tha hour of midnight the first session 
of the Sixtieth coujrross came to a 
close. In the house the closing hours 
were characterized by singing of songs 
by Republicans in honor of Speaker 
Cannon and by Democrats In the inter- 
est of William J. Bryan. The excite- 
mom, which was great at times, finally 
subsided and the sosslon closod with 
general good fellowship among lh« 
members. The senate was extremely 
quiet during the closing houis, held to- 
gether only by tho. necessity of re 
malnlng In session for the engrosslnj 
and signing of bills. 


Tho senate at 4:27 p. m. passed th« 


Aldrlch-Vroeland currency bill by a 
vote of 43 to 22, this action being 
taken atter a day devoted to a filibus- 
ter against the measure. 
Seuatois 


Stone of Missouri anrl Goro of Okla- 
homa occupied the time oC the senate 
after 7^03 in the morning, when Mr. La- 
Eollette retited. Mr. l.aFoHetto broke 
the record for long speeches, holding 
the floor continuously tor IS houis and 
43 minutes. 


The passage of tha govsr.»rnent enf- 


ployes' liability bill and the adoption 
of conference reports on the public 
buildings and the deficiency appropria- 
tion bills immediately followed final 
action on the. Aldrich-Vrceland meas- 
ure and thus was disposed of moat of 
the remaining Important legislation 
before tn« senate. 


In the house Immediately after the 


official announcement of the agree- 
ment by the senate to the conference} 
report on the currency bill Speaker 
Cannon recognized ^Ir. Bartholdt ot 
Missouri, who called up tho confer- 
ence report on the public buildings 
bill. Tremendous applause followed his 
request that the rules be suspended 
and th« report was adopted The voto 
on the adoption of the report stood:

H was se- 
vere enough to rock bc!J<l!ntrn. bung 
shutters, rattle windov<h, cluuor crock- 
ery, tumble down two or throo rickoty 
chimneys and upset small chlidnjn. 


People rubhrd out of their homes in 


great alarm, Mothers carried out their 
children In fear that their homes wore 
about to full. The bhaking wn* felt all 
over the city but not beyond its limits 
or in any of its subtiibs. In the west- 
ern part of the city, where the quak- 
ing was*raost apparent, the pooplo no- 
ticed a muffled nolso. Rumors spread 
that a powder mill, five miles from 
Allentowit, blew up und that various 
boilers at manufacturing plants had 
exploded. But all thobo lepoits tiacnd 
oat wore proven falso, leaving tho sole 
conclusion that it was an earthquake. 
This section experienced such n seis- 
mic disturbance on a Sunday twenty- 
four years ago.
